Buyer for Henry E. Huntington 
Cets It at the Highest Price 
Ever Paid for a Book. 


BIDS UP $1,000 AT A. TIME

Bidders from the-Great Cities of the 
World at the Hoe Library Auction— 
$12,000 for “Boke of St. Albans.” 


The famous Gutenberg, or “48, line 
Latin Bible,” broke the world’s record last 
evening at the Robert Hoe library sale 
by the Anderson Auction: Company in 
their new home at Madison Avenue and 
Fortieth Street, bringing the extraord> 
nary price of $50,000. This is 4 le the 
amount peid for the Maintzs Psal of 
1458, which brought $24,750 at the Sir 
John Thorold ibrary sale in London in 
1884. 

There was a crowded hall to witness 
this great event in the book world, every 
one of the 400 seats being occupied. There 
were bidders there from the English me- 
tropolis, from Paris, Frankfort-on-Main, 
and Munich, and néarty all the larger 
cities of America were represented. A 
hum of interest 4nd curiosity went 
through the hal as the famous old follfo 
in oak boards, covered with pigskin, was 
brought forward. Sidney Hodgson of 


the | London was the auctioneer for the sessign. 


The first bid was $10,000, and it came 
from George D. Smith, the book seller. 
Following him came substantial raises 
from Dr. Rosenbach of Philadelphia, 
Dodd & Livnigston, Bernard Quaritch of 
London, and Joseph Widener, who was 
representing P. A. B. Widener of Phila- 
Gelphia. 

The bids were $1,000 at a time. When 
$20,000 was reached, the highest previous 
Price brought by the Bible, there were 
“Qh's" and “Ah's" heard in all parts 
of the hall. 

Quaritch seemed determined to cap- 
ture the prize and take it back to Lon- 
don, but after he bid $30,000 he stopped. 
The contest from that time on was be- 
tween Mr. Widener and Mr. Smith, who, 
it was reelized, was acting as a repre- 
sentative of a wealthy customer. The 
price quickly went ‘up to $35,000, then to 
$40,000, without a sign of quitting on the 
part of either. When Mr, Smith bid $438,- 
000 Mr. Widener said $49,000 promptly. 
and Mr. Smith made it $50,000, and amid 
m burst of general applause the treasure 
was knocked dowgp to him.

BACONIAN FINDS 
CACHE IN THE WYE 


Key to Mystery of Shakespeare | 


Sought by Dr. Owen of De» 
troit in It, Perhaps. 


ONLY THE ROOF UNCOVERED 


Series of New Bacon Ciphers Indicat- 
Ing the Spot Where the Cache Lies 
Said to Have Been Obtained.

LONDON, Tuesday, April 25. — Aco- 
cording to The Daily Express, a start- 
ling development has taken place in 
the search for the supposed Bacon- 
Bhakespeare secret which the Duke of 
Beaufort and Dr: Orville W. Owen of 
Detroit are conducting In the bed of 
the River Wye at Chepstow: 

This startling development is “the 
discovery, eighty yards from thé scene 
of their excavations, of a cache which 
may possibly be the roof of the hiding 
place in which Francis Bacon is sup- 
posed to have buried his key to the 
mystery of the Shakespeare plays.” 

The Duke of Beaufort’s agent, H. 
Pirriegordon, says the spot at which 
the cache was found is indicated with 
astounding clearness in a series of new 
Bacon ciphers which the explorers have 
just obtained. These readings, it is 
added, are of an extraordinary charac- 
ter, but Dr. Owen is reluctant to. pub- 
lish them until he has made # further 
examination of the cache, which so far 
has been only superficially exposed to 
view. 

According to The Daily Uxpress, 
Chepstow is-at fever heat over the 
find, while Dr. Owen is calm and im- 
perturbable as ever. Even if thie latest 
discovery fails hini he will continue to 
pin hip belief in the bed of the Wye as 

hiding place of a secret which is 
to startle the. world. 


Dr. Orville W. Owen is a native of 
Michigan, and hes lived during most of 
his life m Detroit, He was graduated 
from the Detroit College of Medicine & 
1882, ard soon afterward began-to study 
Shakespeare. He was unfamiliar with

Girl Sent False Alarms of Dying Men 
to Satisfy Her Mania. 


Fourteen-year-old. Mary Talbot of Bb) 
Perry Street was taken to ‘the Children’s 
Court yesterday. by Father.Mackin of the 
St. Veronica. Church: on* Washington 
Street, who charged ‘that on several. oc- 
casions she went to his church and asked 
that a priest hasten to give the last rites 
of the Church ‘to.a dying man, .Father 
Mackin said he went to the address she 
gave to find that it was.a joke.

This little clause apparently has ref- 
erence to an astonishing provision ¢con- 
tained in Section 425, which says that | 
the “Corporation Coungel shall have 
exclusive jurisdiction of the investi- 
gation and settlement of all claims, 
actions, and proceedings * * * for 
salaries and, wages, or for work, 
labor; ana services performed or 
goods sold and delivered.” This pro- 
vision ts carefully, bat unnecessarily, 


carefully provides that if the Con- 
troller fails to adjust and allow it 
within thirty days from the date of 
ite filing, the claim and ell aceom- 
panying papers shall forthwith “be 
transmitted by the Controller te the 

Corporation Counsel, and thereafter 

the Corporation Counsel shall have ex- 

clusive jurisdiction,” 

Under the present charter the Con- 
troller is authorized to and does Treg- 
ularly question the certificates of 
heads of departmants that claims 
filed are reaso and just, with the 
result that thousands of dollars are 
saved to the city. 

It is announced by Mr. Jamus A. 
Fourr, Chairman of the Assembly Com- 
mittee 6m the Affairs of Cities, that 
hearings on the charter will be held 
next week.

The poor and 
humble have fought the battles for free- 
dom, and it is their right to vote. In 
the recent Cttban election, he asserts, 
the illiterates voted intelligently, and 
he denies that a knowledge of reading 
and writing is an absolute nécessity for 
suffrage. 

The proportion of illiteracy in Mexico 
is -very large In epite of the schools 
built by Drag, but itis not so much the 
ignorance of reading and writing of the 
masses that makes universal suffrage 
seem so dangerous, as thelr obvious 
ignorance of the democratic ideal. The 
peon of this age is thriftiess and seems 
to prefer_bondage to freedom. To be 
gure he is capable of great improve- 
ment, and when he begins to learn he 
learns rapidly, Whether the knowlédge 
that he must get some learning in order 
to enjoy the rights of citizenship would 
induce him to improve his mind is still 
questionable. A restriction of the ballot 
might lead to an armed insurrection of 
the disfranchised. But it is obvious 
that the idea of an educational quali- 
fleation for voters, if not a property 
qualification, ig under consideration fn 
Mexico, and is receiving the serious at- 
tention of others than Mr. MapzEro.

THE INCOME TAX BILL. 

The argument that it would be safe 
te authorize @ Federal income tax be- 
cause !t would only be used in emergent 
cases is put to rout by the prepara- 
tion of an income tax bill even before 
the authorization is given. Senator 
Brown is so progressive that he 
proposes that. an income tax of 
$100,000,000 be leviet in order that 
the tariff may be ripped up the 
middle forthwith. We know of no 
judicious tariff reformers who are in 
sucha hurry as all that. In fact we 
know of some who have a suspicion 
that ghe lowering of the tariff might re- 
sult in such an increase of revenue 
that an income tax would be unneces- 
sary. 

However that may be, the tariff ought 
te be revised with prudence and at 
lelsure,..@ifice there is more at stake 
than even the Nation’s revenue, how- 
ever raised. We have been told to the 
degree of nausea that’ we ows our 
prosperity to the tariff, “None of us 
ought to wish that there should be any 
chance that the country should be told 
that it owes adversity to an excess 
of tariff reform. The commerce. of the 
country: is more important than the 
revenue realized from the commerce, 
The main thought should be Of the 
safety and stability of commerce, rather 
than of the provision of millions or 
billions of revenue. There ought to be 
no taxation for surplus, and ingenuity 
in expenditure. 

& moédérate deficit is preferable to a 
huge surplug from any tax whatever. 
We ows much of the reversal of the 
spirit of our politics and our legislation 
to a Treasury deficit, which is a boon 
not to devalued lightly, nor easily 
parted with. Rather than pass the in- 
come tax for fear of & deficit we would 
prefer, to retain thé Treasury's power of 
borrowing at discretion in emergencies, 
and dea] with the deficit when it ap- 
peared. The power to issue short term 
bonds on the responsibility of the Ad- 
ministration was given originally as a 
war power, Dut the certificates eased 
the panio of 1007 :nevertheless. "The 
power to issue short term bonds ig one 
generally trusted to Governments, and 
is not ebused. It Mr. Brrzcmmanp 
should wish the power to‘be limited in 
amount or’ otherwise, the _ proposal 
might \be arguable. But ap the case 
stands the income tax bill and the bill 
to limit the powers of the Treasury in 
emérgencies Ought to be tied together, 
and forgotten. ;
